ORDER 

Sole respondent in this matter is the returned candidate 
whose election trom Lok Sabha Constituency No. 2 Bbind- 
Datia, Madhya Pradebh, has been challenged by the peti¬ 
tioner, The result of election was declared on 16-6-1991 and, 
at the Main Scat, the petition was lodged on 30-7-1991. It 
came before me on being assigned for trial Tor the first 
time on 14-8-1991, but the petition was admitted for hear- 
fng on 28-9-1991 when election petitioner's counsel, Slut 
Vaishitha, submitted that the petition be treated to be in Form 
and order may be passed for issuance of notice to the res¬ 
pondent. 

2. However, on 29-11-1991, on behalf of respondent, tlnee 
Interlocutory applications, I.A. Nos. I, II and 111 were pressed 
and indeed, by I.A. No. 1, urgent hearing was pressed merely 
of the other two applications, LA, Nos. IT aqd III. It was 
contended, pressing I.A. Nos. II and III, that one “Mathura 
Prasad Mahant” was necessary party because lie was a “with¬ 
drawn candidate” and for his non-implcadment, the election 
petition was liable to be dismissed in limine. Time for til in a 
reply was allowed and that was extended Jby orders passed 
on 7-12-1991, 13-1-1992 and 14-2-1992. Finally, the reply 
came on 17-3-1992 and the following preliminary issue was 
struck for trial to dispose of the preliminary objection : 

“Whether Mathura Prasad Mahant, Ex. M.L.A, from 
Lahar constituency was a candidate in the concern¬ 
ed election, who had subsequently withdrawn from 
contest find whether foe hi® non-impleadment the 
election petition is liable to he dismissed in I(mine 
under Section 82(b) read with section 86(1) of the 
Representation of Peoples Act, 195! ?” 

3. Evidence has been led'by-the respondent in support of 
the preliminary objection raised. His witnesses were examin¬ 
ed on 29-4-1992. 30-4-1992, 1-5-1992, 2-5-1992 and 6-5-1992 
and they were discharged after cross-examination. For 
adducing rebuttal evidence, on the prayer of election peti¬ 
tioners counsel, Shri Vashishtha, ten days time was granted 
for taking steps to summon the official witnesses, to be exa¬ 
mined on and from 22-6-1992. By the same order, passed 
an 6-5-1992, it was further directed that the non-official wit 


nesses shall be kept ready in peison in Court to give evidence 
and no summons need be issued to them. On 23-6-1^92, Shri 
Vashishtha submitted that no steps could be taken because 
he received no instructions from the election petitioner in 
regard to uddueng rebuttal ev'deuce. Accordin\ly, evidence 
on the preliminary issue was dosed and for arguments. 
/-7-1992 was li.vcd. None appeared for the election-petitioner 
to advance any argument, but on behalf of respondent Sarva 
shri R, K. Shinde and R. Bhargava, appeared and their argu¬ 
ments were heard. 

4. In so far as the law is concerned that is settled. The 
High Court has no other option, as mandated by Section 86(1), 
the Representation of the People's Act, 1951, for short, the 
‘Act’ but dismiss in limine an election petition which does not 
comply with the requirements of Section 82, among others. 
The requirement of Section 82(b) is clear and positive that 
“any other candidate against whom allegations of any corrupt 
practice are made in the petition’’ is to be joined as respon¬ 
dent in the election petition. I had an occasion recently to 
deal with the question in the Election petition No. 43 of 
1990 (Raisingh v, Harisinghi, decided on 12-12-1991. and to 
survey the relevant authorities in that case, hearing oil the 
quest'on. Relying on Mohan Rai’s case, hearing on the 
held that even when a candidate duly nominated, continues to 
be candidate for the purpose of Section 2(2) inspite of his 
withdrawal and his non-implement is fatal in case against him 
an allegation of corrupt practice is made, The defect in in¬ 
curable and trial cannot proceed by amending the .petition. 
Indeed, in that case also, facts were similar in that the preli¬ 
minary' objection which was upheld appertained to non-imple¬ 
adment of a candidate against w'hom allegations of corrupt 
practice had been made and the candidate had withdrawn 
from conical after nomination. 

5. Relevant to the issue, the averment made in the election 
petition may be- first referred to. At para 9 of the Election 
petition, is to be read sub-heading, “Corrupt practices”.^ It 
is stated that a meeting was convoned by respondent un 
28-4-1991 and among others Vvho attended the meeting was 
“Mathura Prasad Mahant, Ex. M.L.A. from. Lahar Consti¬ 
tuency from JBJP, resident of lahar, Bhind” who was sitting 
on the rostrum with the other persons nnmed in the para. 
Among “main speakers" in the said meeting was the said 
“Shri Mathura Prasad Mahant, Ex. M.L.A, from Lahar Cons¬ 
tituency from BJP”. It is further averted that, “(he Ex, MI.A 
from Lahar constituency, Shri Mathura Prasad Mahant deli¬ 
vered the speech that, "Congress Hindu Virodhi hain, Cong¬ 
ress hindu dharm ke sankat ka karan hain. Hindu dharm 
Congress nasht kar raha hain. Hindutvi ko bachanne ke live 
Babhi siton mein BJP ko vote dena hain. Rum ke mini par 
BJP ko jitaye”. 

6. O 11 the above averments, it is difficult to dispute that 

an allegation of corrupt practice in Icons of the provisions 
of Section 123 sub-section (2) and (3-A), is made against 
Mathura Prasad Mahant, Ex. M.L.A. and, therefore, to decide 
the issue, the main point for determination is if he 

was a candidate in the election in which rcspouJent was 
declared elected and if he had subsequently withdrawn 
from contest. In I.A. No. Ill, the respondent had taken 
the stand that the said Mathura Prasad Mahant had 

filed the nomination paper with the Returning Officer 

and his name was duly notified under Section 75 

of the Act. After scrutiny, his nomi nation paper was 
accepted and included in the list of validly nominated 
candidates, notified under Section 36(8) of the Act. It is 
the Returning Officer and his name was duly notified tinder 
also averred that the said Mathura Prasad Mahant withdrew 
his nomination/candidature under Section 37(1) of the Act 
vvh ! ch was accepted by the Returning Officer and his name 
was duly notified at S. No. 4 of the list of withdrawn candi- 
dntes, notified on 25-4-1991 by the Returning Officer, 

7. In the reply to the preliminary objection raised' by the 
respondent, it is denied thrit Mathura Prasad Mahant was 0 
validly nominated candidate in the election. It is also denied 
that Mathura Prasad Mahant duly filed his nomination paper 
and his name was duly notified. The case of the respondent 
that the said Mathura Prasad Mahant withdrew his nomi¬ 
nation /candidature on 29-4-1991 and he had notified that 
to the Returning Officer is contested. Tt is also contended 
tt-.n il - allegation; in the election petition concerning the 
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said Mathura Prasad, Mahant did no! cons'itute corrupt 
pi active.

9. As eailier alluded, six witnesses were examined in this 
case by the respondent in support of hit case and prayer to 
hold the election-petition to be not maintainable for non- 
irnpleadmeni of withdrawn candidate Math ira Prasad Mahant. 
Ex. M.L.A. and for the same to be dismissed in limine 
RAV. 1 is an Assistant in the Election Office at Bhind and 
he proved the documents produced from the Election Office 
to which reference is made above. RAV. 2 ip the Returning 
Officer who deposed that he was Collector, Bhind and Was 
holding that post since 26-3-1991. In the lot Sabha election 
of 1991, he was Returning Officer for 2-Bhind-Dntia T ok 
Sabha Constituency. He proved his signature on Ex. R/l 
and deposed that in his presence Mathura Prasad Mahaht 
also affixed signature on that and subscribed to the oath. 
He identified Mathura Prasad Mahantf. present in Court and 
stated that he was the person who had subscribed to the 
oath nnd had signed Ex. R/3. He proved similarly the other 
documents Ex. R/4 to R/7. Ho stated that he had ;published 
the list Fx. R/S on 29-4-1991 of candidates who had holT- 
flcd withdrawal of their candidature. He was confronted 
with Ex. RJ3 (wrongly typed as Ex. P:3, the form of oath. 


to suggest that oath was administered to Maikur a Prasad 
Bhawani Prasad and in the form of oath, the corresponding 
veiial number foi die voter appearing in ihe Voters i.iM was 
not mentioned. It was suggested to him also that it was not 
established, theivtore, that the person whose name appeared 
at serial No. 683 of Ex. R/l was the same person who had 
subscribed the oath in Fx. R/3. He stated clearly in his 
cross-examination, however, that the person wffio had subsc¬ 
ribed to the oath as MaLhura Prasad Bhawani Prasad was 
known a- Mathura Prashad Mahant and there was no other. 
Mathura Prasad Mahant of that name in the district. 

10. Respondent gave evidence as R.W, 3. He stated that 
prrsoii-'Jly knew Mathura Prasad Mahant, Ex. M.L.A. Lahar 
for ten tears and also his father Bhawani Prasad for the last 
twenty tears. He was elected M.L.A., as a candidate of 
B.J.P. in Ibe year 1985 from Lahar Assembly Constituency. 
In 199i election for Lot Sabha, Mathura Prasad Mahant 
tiled hit nomination paper for 2-Bhind-Datia Constituency 
and that was accepted on scrut’ny. Because the party' did not 
give him ticket, he withdrew his candidature. He identified 
Mathura Prasad Mahant present in Court. He stated that in 
village t hiroli at some distance from Lahar, there was a 
temple of which is Mathura. Prasads father Bhawani Ptaif.d, 
was Mahant. People, therefore, called his son by the name 
of Mathura Prasad Mahant. He denied Mathura Prasad son 
of Bhawani Prasad wms some other person who had filed 
nomination paper and Mathura Prasad Mahant had not filed 
nomination paper. 

11. RAV.4, Mayaram Sharnia deposed that he was a lawyer 
practisine at Bhind for the last seven years. He had proposed 
the candidature of Mathura IPrasad Mahant in 1991 Lok 
Sabha election and signed the same. He proves his signature 
on Fx. R/4 and also those of Mathura Prasad Mahant, He 
stated that he had filled in l-x. R/4. Mathura Prasad Mahant’g 
name as Muthura Prasad son of llhawani Prasad because in 
Ihe Voters List Mathura Prasad’s name was printed as 
“Mathura Prasad Bhawan' Prasad". He stated that Mathura 
Prasad Mahant subscribed to his oath on Ex. R|3, in his 
presence. He knew Mathura Prasad Mahant for the last 
twelve years. He stated that from 1985 to 1990, he was 
M.L.A, from Lahar. He denied that the person who subs¬ 
cribed to the oath in Ex. R|3 or whose name was proposed 
in Ex. R|4 was different person and not Mathura Prasad 
Mahant who was present in Court. 

12. Mathura Prasad Mahant gave evidence a -j R.W.5. He 
stat’d that he was elected from Lahar Assembly (. nnsit*.,cncy 
in 1985 when he was candidate from B.J.P. He proved his 
certificate Ex. R/10, which was issued to him by Returning 
(Officer. Hr also proved the Identity Card, issued to him. 
Ex. R/ll, and his signature' nnd photographs thereon. He 
stated that in 1991, he had filed nomination paper to contest 
election from 2-Bhind-Datia Lok Sabha Constituency, He 
stated that Mayaram son of Prabhudayal hnd proposed his 
name, He stated further that in the Voters XTsL his surname 
(Mahant) nor his proposer Mayaram’s (Sharma) were men¬ 
tioned. He also proved Ex. R/7, the notice which he gave to 
Returning Officer, withdrawing his candidature. It is also his 
evidence that besides him, no person bv the name of Mathura 
Prasad Mahant was M.L.A. from Lahar Assembly Consti¬ 
tuency. He gave names of the M.L.A.S. who represented that 
constituency in different years (1952, 1957. 1962. 1967, 1972, 
1977, 1980 arid also 19.90), He deposed that in 1985 also, 
he had filed his nomination paper as Mathura Prasad Bhawani 
Prasad but he had got his name printed on ballot papers as 
Mathura Prasad Mahant. He had made an application in that 
r-"ar>l to the Returning Officer. After election n certificate was 
also issued to him in the name of Mathura Prasad Mahant. 

13. R-W, 6 is the proposer. His evidence is that on 2-5-92, 
he had taken photographs in his studio of R.W.5, Mathura 
Prasad Mahant, whom he identified ir. Court. He proved the 
photographs. Ex. R/12 and R/13 and the negative Ex. R/14 
and Ril5. 

14 On the documentary and oral evi Cnee, adduced in the 
case, ir J > (f(fruit to reject the contrition of the tesrondem 
that RAV 5, Mathura Prasad Malta,if, Ex. M.I..A. LaMar 
vrv; a oof Writ" in 199) I 0 k Sabha e1?;t;Jo who ha 1 file t ‘hi 
nomination paper, but he withdrew his candidature subse- 
nuently. Although an endeavour was made to dispute that 
fact and identity of RAV. 5, it proved futile. Obviouslv. the 
election-petitioner found no scope for adducing any rebuttal 
evidence and, therefore, none was adduced. I haw no reason 
to disbelieve the Returning Officer or R.W. 5 and their 
testimony fully supports the case of the respondent. 
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15. Accordingly, I answer the preliminary issue in the 
afflramtivc, against the election-petitioner. I hold that Mathura 
Prasad Mahant, Ex. M.L.A. from Lahar Constituency was a 
candidate in the cocnerned election who had subsequently 
withdrawn from contest and that hi? non-impleadment in the 
election-petition is fatal. It is liable to he dismissed in limine 
under Section 82(b) and 86(1) of the Act. 

16. As contemplated under Section 103 o fthe Act, steps 
as not maintainable and the preliminary objection of tlie 
respondent in that regard is upheld. It merits dismissal in 
limine and is dismissed accordingly. No order, however, is 
made as to costs.

It is the admitted position that the Parliament in which 
respondent No. 1 Was said to have been elected, has bene 
dissolved and a fresh election has been ordered. 


In this view of the matter, in the light of the decision 
reported in AIR 1974 Supreme Court, 505, this election 
petition has, in fact, and in effect, become infructuous as 
there is no living issue now which requires, decision. In 
fact, carrying on such type of election cases, will ultimately 
amount to futile exercise of power for no benefit of either 
of the parties involving unnecessary wastage of court’s time 
and money of the parties. 


Mr. Lai has raised an issue which appertains to the merit 
of the case whether the petitioner is an oraon or not. This 
matter itself has become infructious in view of dissolution 
of the Parliament and, as such, I am not prepared to go 
into the merit of this aspect of the case. Moreover, it is the 
admitted position that no corrupt practice is involved in this 
case. 


In view of the ruling referred to above, this election 
petition has lost its value, effectiveness and utility and it is 
accordingly, dismissal as being infructuous. The parties are 
directed to bear their own costs.
